Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the invention relates 
to hydrogenation of alcohols, which is a selective combination of two known processes wherein 
the novelty is in using different amounts of water. Selective combination of known processes is 
deemed obvious under In re Mostovych, 144 USPQ 38 (CCPA, 1964). However, the instant 
process shows unexpected result by improved yield of the product: 87-91% instead of 50% by 
the prior arts. See the examples.
